A Proclamation to inhibitethe Saleof Latine

Printed in Oxford or Cambridge. 


Hereas, for preuenting the common errors of the Preſſe, which 


haue heretofoze happened in Printing the Bookes and Wozkes Wit 
% Iten in Latine,fo2 the publike aduancement of Keligion, and Le:riung 
A in Our Uninerſitics of Oxford and Cambridge. there hath been foz ma- 
|| nypecres aſpetiall Painter allowed ⁊ anthozſed at either of Our ſaid 
VIV Unincrſities,that the Authoꝛs of thoſe Bookes, being themlelucs at 
hand fo take care of onerſceing the Pzint, might lend koꝛth their 
180 — wonnkes in their owne oꝛiginall purity, without toꝛruptions aud ble- 
miſhes ol miſpꝛinting; we are now inkoꝛmed by the humble petitions of the Chantelloꝛs, Maſt⸗ 
ers, and Students of both Our ſaid Uniuerſitics, That diners 25ookes of that kinde, after they 
haue beene well and carefully firſt printed heere, in good Paper, and with good Letters, haue 
beene afterwardes in the parts bepond the Seas repunted very erroneous, and ſent backe from 
thence into this Our Kingdome of England, and Dominion of Wales, and bented Here as true 
Co pies, at lower Rates, in reſpect ot the baleneſle of the Paper and Pꝛint, then the Ougimals 
here tan be affoꝛded; whereby the Authoꝛs baue beene infoꝛced to dilclaime their owne waoꝛkes 
ſo repꝛinted, the firſt Pꝛinters much impoueriſhed, and Dur owne people much abuled in laying 
out their Moneys vpon falſified oz erroneous Copies: the ill conſequence whereof hath not only 
diſcouraged many of our louing Subiects, (good Schollers of both Uniuerſities) frompubliſh- 
ing in Pant, diners good and vlekull Bookes of Latine, by them pzepared foꝛ aduancement of 
good Letters,and the trueth of Religion ; But hath allo diſabled the Putaters to vndertake the 
charge ofthe Pꝛelſe foz publiſhing ofthe lame, till lome other courſe bee taken koꝛ pꝛeuentung the 
like abuſe in tune to come. 
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We therekoze, out of dur Pꝛintelp care Hereof,as ofa matter concerning Our owne Honour, 
and the publique good of Dur Subiects, haue thought ſit, (by, and with the advice of Our Puute 
Counlell) by this our Pꝛeclamation, ſtrattlp to charge and command, that no perſon oꝛ perlons, ok 
what eſtate, degree, oꝛ condition locuer he be, doe pꝛeſume from hentekoꝛth to bing into auy Dur 
Dominions foꝛ lale, oꝛ vent, 92 put to ſale, vpon any pretence whatloeuer, aup Latine Autheurs,

to be put to ſale, and of ſuch further penalties and puniſchments, as the tontempt ofthis Our Roy- 
all commandement (ſhall be found to demerit: Aud that no perſon o2 perlons, Inder the like 
paines and penalties, doe pꝛeſume to bup any ſuch Booke oz Bookes lo repꝛinted in the parts be⸗ 
yond the Seas, lo long as thefaid 2550ke oꝛ Bookes of the Print of either of Our laid Tininerſ;- 
tics ſhall be ofoꝛdinary lale. And to the end it map appeare what rep:inted Bookes We intend by 
this Our Pꝛoclamation to pꝛohibite the buying oꝛ fale of; We doe hereby require and command 
the Pꝛinters of both Our laid Uniuerlſities, within one moneth next comming, to canſe Certili⸗ 
cate to be made under the hands of the Tlice Chantclloꝛs of Our laid Uninerſities refpectiuely, 

and deliuered to the Maſter and Wardens of the Companp ok Stationers London, foz the time 
being, ok all ſuch Bookes oꝛiginally painted at either of Dar ſaid Uninerſities already extant, 
and in oꝛdinary ſale ; And to cauſe like monethly Certificate to be made of all ſuch other Bookes, 
as ſhall be hereafter from time to time oꝛigmally pꝛinted there.
